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Information Disclosure Statement 

The Information Disclosure Statement under 37 C.F.R. 1.97 has been received and 
reviewed. However, the information disclosure is not deemed to be pertinent over the 
prior art of record. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

1 . Claims 3 and 5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

In claim 3, line 1, the terminology "...claim 2(a) is being considered vague and 

indefinite. Claim 3 should depend on claim 2. The applicants can make a new claim 

for claim 3 to depend upon. 

In claim 5, line 1, the terminology "...claim 2(b) is being considered vague and 

indefinite. Claim 5 should depend on claim 2. The applicants can make a new claim 

for claim 5 to depend upon. 

Claim 7 recites the limitation "...annealing temperature..." in line 1. There is 
insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. Please delete the 
word " the" and insert the word -an - for proper antecedence. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1,2,6 and 8-16 are allowed. 

3. As allowable subject matter has been indicated, applicant's reply must either 
comply with all formal requirements or specifically traverse each requirement not 
complied with. See 37 CFR 1.111(b) and MPEP § 707.07(a). 
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4. Claim 4 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would 
be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base 
claim and any intervening claims. 

5. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: The most relevant prior art of reference is that of U.S. Patent No. 6,802,901 B2 
(Kerdoncuff, et al). However, it does not teach nor fairly suggest singularly or in any 
combination thereof a method of making below 250 nm UV light transmitting optical 
fluoride lithography crystals, comprising: placing one or a plurality of selected fluoride 
crystals in a chamber in an annealing furnace having at least one heating element; 
applying heat along a shortest past of conduction of a selected optical fluoride crystal 
having a birefringence value greater than 3nm/cm; heating the optical fluoride crystal to 
an annealing temperature; and gradually cooling the optical fluoride crystal to provide a 
low-birefringence optical fluoride crystal for transmitting below 250 nm UV light, said 
crystal having a birefringence value less than 3 nm/cm. 

6. Claims 3, 5 and 7 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) 
under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all of 
the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.
